Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tomiyama et al . US 5,665,491. 

Tomiyama M91 discloses a process for making an electrode 
battery comprising preparing a powder material (Example 1), 
which intercalates and deintercalates a lithium ion and contains 
an oxygen element, a sulfur element, and a transition metal 
element (abstract, column 15, and Examples) , and molding into a 
structure (Example 1 and Figure) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-29 and 32 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: the prior art does not disclose or 
suggest the claimed steps of heating the specifically claimed 
compounds (a) - (d) in closed vessel, in the claimed order, in the 
process for preparing a powder material of a compound which 
electrochemically intercalates and deintercalates a lithium ion 
and contains at least an oxygen element, a sulfur element, and 
at least one transition metal element of the instant claim 10.
